INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 6, 2001- 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was heavy iIn the Southern and Eastern Areas and
light elsewhere. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in
California, Georgia, North Carolina, Virginia and West Virginia.

EASTERN AREA SUPPORT:

DUANE STREET SUPPORT, Federal Emergency Management Agency. A Type 1
Incident Management Team (Stam) is assigned. The team is transitioning,
with planning operations being turned over to the Fire Department of New
York (FDNY) and logistical operations being turned over to the New York
Office of Emergency Management (OEM).

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

REDBIRD FALL FIRES, Daniel Boone National Forest. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Kearney) is assigned and is working under a unified
command with Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of fires is nine
miles east of Manchester, KY. Two new fires were reported in the complex.
Crews continue to provide structure protection, hold, patrol and mopup.

SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2
Incident Management Team (Farson) is assigned. This complex of fires is
located near Pikeville, Manchester and London, KY. Fire activity began on
10/19 and a complex was formed on 11/3. The Kentucky National Guard is
assisting in containment efforts. No new information was received.

KENTUCKY RIVER COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Spicer) is assigned. This complex is located in nine
counties surrounding Hazard, KY. The Kentucky National Guard is assisting
in containment efforts. Engine crews assisted with structure protection.

EASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Conley) is assigned. This complex of fires in located in
six counties surrounding Betsy Lane, KY. The Kentucky National Guard is
assisting in containment efforts. No new information was received.

OUTLOOK:

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED FOR NORTH CAROLINA, SOUTHWEST VIRGINIA,
SOUTHEAST GEORGIA AND NORTHERN FLORIDA FOR LOW RELATIVE HUMIDITY AND GUSTY
WINDS. THIS MAY CHANGE TO A RED FLAG WARNING LATER THIS MORNING.

High pressure will extend over much of the southeast as a cold front moves
across central and southern Florida, otherwise the area will be mostly
sunny to partly cloudy and dry. Temperatures will be 55 to 65 in the north
and 65 to 75 in the south, with minimum relative humidity at 20 to 30
percent in the north, 30 to 40 percent in the south and 40 to 50 percent
in the west. Winds will be northwest to northeast at 10 to 20 mph.

A weak pacific trough will bring an increase in southwesterly winds over
the mountains of southern California along with minor cooling. Otherwise
the area will have morning low clouds and fog in the coastal and some
inland valley areas. Temperatures will be in the 60s and 70s in the
mountains and 70s and low 80s in the valleys, with minimum relative
humidity 20 to 30 percent. Winds will be southeast to southwest at 10 to
20 mph with gusts to 30 over the mountains and deserts.
